Geometry Prep, Algebra I 
Part One, Algebra [ Part Two, and Algebra 1 with Mrs. 
Rhea; Geometry and Algebra II with Mrs. McGee and Mrs. 
Brown; and College Trigonometry and Precalculus with Mrs. 
McGee. Along with the classes available, an activity period 
remediation is available one day a week, along with tutoring 
every day. 

Algebra classes reviewed basic operations, solved 
equations and inequalities, practiced graphing, and were 
introduced to polynomials. Geometry classes learned about 
right triangles, inductive reasoning, deductive reasoning, 
congruent triangles, parallel lines, quadrilaterals, points, lines, 
and planes. Algebra II classes studied systems of equations, 
polynomial operations, radicals, rational exponents,and 
quadratic equations. College trigonometry studied right 
triangle trigonometry, circular functions, trigonometric 
equations, inverse trig functions, and graphics. Precalculus 
studied linear, polynomial, rational, and logarithmic functions,

SCIENCE 


Science is one of the 
subjects that requires the 
most work here at 
Pocahontas County High 
School. Along with 
completing the extensive labs 
that are now required, 

Ë students must memorize 
From Cro gs to elements, learn muscles and 
* bones, and learn all sorts of 
Families things about the earth. 
The science subjects that are offered are Integrated 
Science 9, Integrated Science 10, Chemistry, Environmental 
Earth Science, and Anatomy and Physiology. 

The Integrated Science 9 classes did periodic table 
research so that students could search, find, and remember 
the family names and the atomic numbers of the elements in 
the families. In Integrated Science 10, students were 
introduced to anatomy and physiology by dissecting a frog 
and studying the muscles and the bones. Chemistry classes 
learned about atom structures, atomic numbers, and atomic 
mass. Anatomy and Physiology students also completed a 
dissection project, but their “victims” were cats. Dissecting 
а cat allowed the students to identify all the muscles and 
joints in the body. 

Since three science credits are required, students are 
exposed to many interesting aspects of the world of science.

The Electricity and 
Electronics Departments 
are among the most 
popular here at P.C.H.S. 

Mr. Ziegler and Mr. 
Beverage head the two 
departments. The classes 
include Introduction to 
= Electricity, Electricity 1, 
Totally Wired Electricity П, Introduction 

to Electronics, Electronics 
Тала II, and the CISCO courses. 

In the Electricity classes, students learn the basics 
of dealing with electricity, Ohm’s Law, basic residential 
wiring techniques, rewiring, and renovation of 
residential wiring. In Electricity I and II, the students 
get an advanced teaching and enhance their basic skills. 

Electronics students are taught the basics of 
electronics, which include soldering and circuit 
construction, the use of multi-meters, oscilloscopes, 
electronic power supplies, and other test equipment. 

There are four CISCO courses that are offered 
to students, which introduce advanced students to 
classroom and laboratory experience in the computer 
networking field. 

The CISCO class wired many of the computers 
at P.C.H.S. for Internet usage. They also were taught 
how to put IP addresses in the computers.
